FIRST, 


_ 
FirsT, I am to explain the Propriety of the Advice given 
in my Text. — The Serpent and the Dove are allowed to be 
the proper Emblems of Wiſdom and Innocence. — The Serpent 
was, in the firſt Account of Time, more ſubtle than any Beaſt 
of the Field. Which Character has been confirmed by the 
long Obſervation of thoſe who have dived moſt into the Works 
of Nature. They inform us, (1) That when this Creature 
foreſees any Danger, its chief Care is to ſecure the Head, the 
Seat of its Life; knowing that if this Part be ſafe, their Body, 
tho' ever ſo much wounded, will cement and heal again. 
(2) That it is of ſo peaceable a; Diſpoſition; as never to be the 
Agereflor : Nature has ſupplied the Serpent with a deadly 
Weapon, but he draws it only in his own Defence. (3) David 
writes, that the Serpent is deaf” to all the Allurements of the 
Artful and Evil- minded, who with great Dexterity endeavour 
to draw it out of its Neſt to deſtroy it. (4) He never raſbly 
expoſes himſelf to Danger; and in ſuch Caſes where he is 
obliged to meet it, he defends himſelf more by Art, than by 


Strength. 


Ihe Dove is fo harmleſs that it never taketh any Advantage 
of its Fellow - Creature: It neither deceives; nor enticeth; nor 
oppoſeth; nor purſueth: But when attacked by a Bird of Prey, 
it truſteth to the Swiſtneſs ef its Wings; and when oppreſſed 
never repines, nor ſtudies Vengeance, but wth. Patience and 
Reſignation” committeth'its Cauſe to the Maker of us all. 
Therefore, when our Saviour bade his Diſciples learn Wiſ- 
dom and Innocence from the Nature of Serpents and Doves, 
he admoniſheth us to ſtudy and aim at a ;mple Prudence, and a 
prudent Simplirity; or, to: avoid Extremes in our Conduct: 
To be vie as Serpeuts; and yet to take Care that our Minds be 
not corrupted from the Simplicity that. is in Chriſt: To be in- 
nocent as Doves; and yet to take Heed that we don't degenerate 
into Lukewarmneſs, Neglect of Duty and Inactivity.— We 
may be as hermleſs' as Doves; and ſtill be gealous in a good 
Cauſe, and afways ⁊ealbiiſiy alſected in à good Thing. But if

our Zeal be not govern'd by Knowledge, or temper'd with 
Wiſdom, or Prudence, it will become Wild- Nire, and do more 
harm than good, — We are harmleſs as Doves; while we keep 
within our own Sphere; and *orſe as Serpents ; while we ſtand 
within the Square, and level all our Wann to the Oy: «

Hence we are inſtructed, That Wiſtom adds ee to 15 
nocence; and Innocence adds Beauty to Wiſdom ; without which 
no regular and well-governed Society can ſubſiſt. If Wiſdom 
and Innocence be not join d together, Prudence commonly 
turns into Craft and Guile; and Simplicity degenerates into 
Folly and Weakneſs, But an harmleſs Prudenee, and a wary 
and cautious Innocence, lead us to the trueſt and moſt laſting 
inward Serenity and Peace; and render Men Ornaments to 
their Profeſſion, and uſeful in their Stations, beyond what 
otherwiſe could be expected. For he that is both Prudent and 
Innocent, needs fear no Enemies; is liable to no Surprize ; 18 
prepared for all Events, and is never at a Loſs: But he that is 
merely Innocent or Inoffenfroe, is ſübject to many Temptations, 
which a prudent Man eafily avoids. — All which may con- 
iery of the Advice in _ Text.

emplified in a Chriſtian Life,

and defraud each other: Nor is it the political Skill, by which 
Affairs of State are conducted, and the Fate of Nations and King- 
doms is determined; becauſe this expoſes the Virtue of the Great 
and Learned; the Rich and Powerful, to great Temptations, 
and is moſt commonly mentioned in Scripture with an evil 
and ſuſpicious Character: Nor is it that Wiſdom, which art- 
fully confounds' Truth and Falſhood with enticing Words of

Philofaphy and vain Deceit: Nor is it that amiable Wiſdom, 
with which God inſpires Man for the Underſtanding of laudable 
Arts and uſeful Sciences ; becauſe this Gift is limited to a few 
Favourites of Heaven, wal continues but for a ſhort Time: 
But it is that W/dom, which is from above, and is firſt pure, 
then peaceable, gentle, and eaſy to be intreated, full of Mercy and 
gad Fruits, oithout Partiality and without Hypocriſy ; which 
is the Miſdum of our Underſtanding and purſuing thoſe Things 
that are pleaſing in the Sight of Gop. For, it makes Men 
careful to avoid any Defilement by Sin and Error, and to ad- 
here both to Truth and Holineſs: It diſpoſeth Men to Peace, 
both as to the making and keeping of it, fo far as is conſiſtent 
with Purity, and may be done without Sin: It engages Men 
ta be mederate; to bear with the Infirmities of others; to forgive 
Injuries, and to interpret all Things for the beſt: It makes 
Men yield to the Perſuafion of the Word, to good Counſel and 
good Reaſon: It fills us with Pity and Pardon for thoſe that 
are affficted, and have offended us: It abounds. with Works of

Look not every Man on, his own 
Things, but alſo on the Things of others, We muſt be as juſt 
and true to another's Reputation as to our own, and Regard 
beth the Honour and, Profit of our Brother as well as our own. 
(4) Let all your Secrets centre in your Wiſdom and In- 
nocence, and your mutual Endeavouts, who amongſt you ſhall
